He Forfeited Eſtates in Ireland are, no doubt of it, very conſiderable, and will amount to a very large ſumm of 
Money, which will be difficult to be raiſed by any common Sales in uſual methods. And air!;o it be to pay off 
the Arrears of the Army and Tranſport Debt, and therefore Debentures ſhall be taken as Mcn-y for and towards 
payment of the ſame. Vet if it be conſidered, that a Souldier whoſe Arrears may amount to 331.498. or 50l. or an 
Oi ers Arrears of 3, 4 or 5ocl. will do but little to purchaſe any part of thoſe Eſtates, not worth their while to 
go to Ireland to the Sale, and therefore that Clauſe is but of little or no ſervice to them on that account of purchaſing. But 
it may be anſwered, that thoſe Souldiers and Officers poſſeſt of ſuch Debentures, may ſel! them to ſuch Moncyed men, whoſe 
inclination leads them to purchaſe iſh Eltates. Ves, they may do it at 45 and 50 per Cent. loſs; the reaſon of it is plain 
for there being but few Purchaſers, thoſe only deſigned to buy the Forfeited Ettates, will have them at their own rates, 
knowing there is but few or none to bid more than they offer, and the neceſſity of the Soullter, and {malneſs of the ſumm, 
obliges him to graſp at any thing rather than wait. b 

Therefore, with ſubmiſſin to this Honourable Houſe, having as above laid down the little adya ntage, or indeed none at 
all to the Souldiers and Officers, by ſuch a Clauſe for the taking their Debentures in payment, &c. I would crave leave 
to lay down ſomething that _ be of tar more advantage to them, anſwer and pay the Nations Debt, and be of a perpetual 
preg good — 5 our laſt Generations: And that by way of diſpoſing the forfeited Eſtates in Ireland by a Lottery 
in the following method. 

Firſt, Le the forfeited Eſtates be ſettled, and their Annual Rent aſcertained, then conclude to pay off 690009 l. of the 
Arrears of the Army and Tranſport Debt out of thoſe Eftates by way of Annuity, in ſmall ſumms b a Lottery, which, 
with encouragement of additional Money Prizes, will be of that advantage to the Publick, that a Souldier or an Officer will 
ſoon turn his Lottery Tickets for his Arrears into ready Money, without any or little loſs to him. The Charitable Royal 
Hoſpital of Greenwich and Chelſea Colledge to have the benefit of the Inheritance after a determinated time, and the whole 
Forkited Eſtates made the Fund.
